Kjwuss discloses core/shell polymeric nanoparticlcs comprising a crosslinked core. Methods for making and using are also disclosed 
(see abstract and Examples). 

Claims 1-42 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Li et al. US 6,573,313. 

Li discloses nanoparticlcs comprising a core and shell, wherein the core comprising a hydrophobic viny lie homopol ymer and the shell is 
a hydrophilic, nitrogen-containing polymer (abstract, Examples). 

Claims 1-42 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Miller el al. US 7,056,840. 

Miller discloses a core/shell nanopanicle comprising a layer and substrate wherein Ihc layer comprising organosilicale (abstract, 
Examples). 
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
